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Dog torture 
shocks 
community 

Nationwide outrage at lax animal 
abuse laws spurs petitions

Didsbury was thrown into the 
national spotlight last week when 
two local teenagers allegedly bound, 
tortured and dragged a dog for three 
blocks, leaving her for dead. 

Daniel Charles Haskett, 19, of 
Didsbury, and a 17-year-old male 
whose identity is protected under the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act, have both 
been charged with injuring/endanger¬ 
ing an animal and causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to an animal. 

TTie pair were arrested after police 
followed a trail of blood to the 
Haskett residence in the early hours 
of Sunday, Oct. 8. 

Police believe Daisy Duke, a col¬ 
lie/lab cross, owned by the Haskett 
family, was beaten before she was 
dragged behind a vehicle and left on 
the road near Ross Ford Elementary 
School. 

Police photos show the dog with 
several large wounds to her head and 
body, one of her eyes out of its sock¬ 
et. The tow rope around her neck is a 
thick nylon automobile-use line. The 
duct tape is pulled tightly around the 
legs and face. 

“It was the most disturbing thing 
I’ve ever seen in my life,” said Dr. 
Andy Mencarelli. 

Dr. Mencarelli had to euthanize the 
dog after realizing the extent of her 
injuries. 

Her neck, back and pelvis were bro¬ 
ken, he told a Calgary paper. 

Didsbury RCMP Cpl. Kevin Fischer 
said, “In my 10 years of policing this 
is the most horrendous act that I have 
observed on an animal.” 

Fischer said there is no known 
motive for the incident. 

In tears, Mayor Dorothy Moore 
expressed concern that an event like 
this could happen in a “friendly and 
hospitable" town like Didsbury. 

“This is definitely the antithesis of 
the spirit of our community, and all 
our residents are equally horrified by 
the acts of these young hoodlums,” 
she said. 

Since the incident became public 
Didsbury RCMP, the Town of 
Didsbury and the Didsbury Review 
have collectively fielded over 100 
phone calls from outraged citizens 
across the country. 

“People want justice and they don’t 
know if they’re going to see it or not," 
said Mayor Moore. 

Locally, one man has been arrested 
for leaving death threats on the 


Haskett’s answering machine from a 
cell phone on their front lawn. 

Evan Austin Sagert pleaded guilty 
in court Monday to charges of utter¬ 
ing threats to cause death or serious 
iryury and one charge of failure to 
comply with a previous court order. 

Defense lawyer Brian Forstell, 
speaking for the accused, said Sagert 
was remorseful and wished he could 
take it back. 

“The media has whipped the town 
into a frenzy and unfortunately Mr 
Sagert has been swept up in it,” said 
Forstell. 

Sagert said he decided to make the 
phone call after being told of the inci¬ 
dent and seeing the bloody trail. 

“I saw the blood and I lost it,” he 
said. 

The judge gave Sagert time served, 
which added up to five days in cus¬ 
tody, and also ordered one year pro¬ 
bation for the man. 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin 
O’Dwyer is calling on residents to let 
the justice system handle the case. 

“Obviously we have a forum and 
system in place and that’s how we 
need to deal with these things," he 
said. 

“There will be no tolerance for vigi- 
lantism of any kind.” 

But some residents feel laws are 
too lax and are calling for stiffer 
penalties for animal abuse cases like 
this one. 

Didsbury dog groomer Tamara 
Chaney has circulated a petition from 
Airdrie to Red Deer asking for the 
laws to be revisited. 

“I really want the government to 
make some changes to the animal 
abuse laws,” she said. 

Under the Criminal Code, each of 
the animal cruelty charges carries a 
maximum penalty of a $2,000 fine or 
six months in jail, or both. 

Chaney called the penalty “pathet¬ 
ic”, considering statistics that link 
animal abuse to violent crimes 
against humans. 

“You look at Ted Bundy or Charles 
Manson, or any of them and they start 
out abusing animals," she said. 

“It’s my personal opinion that peo¬ 
ple who do this are sociopaths 
because normal people just don’t do 
this.” 

Chaney hopes her petition will 
soon stretch nationwide anti will be 
recognized by local and national 
politicians. 

In the meantime, the accused are 
scheduled to appear in Didsbury 
Provincial court Monday, Nov. 6.

Dr. Jaffer searching for doctors who 
choose Didsbury

Dr. Ash Jaffer says he was as shocked as 
Didsbury residents were last week to find 
out his two new colleagues were leaving 
town. 

Drs. Nasrin Waiter and Rafeeq Kagee had 
arrived in town just weeks before filing 
their resignation. In a letter to the Review 
the couple said they had yet to receive a 
contract, though they’d already been prac¬ 
ticing at the Didsbury Medical Clinic for 
three weeks.

Dr Jaffer said the clinic was amidst con¬ 
tract negotiations with the physicians 
when unknown to him, the doctors had a 
“private” meeting with the CHR. 

“At that meeting, CHR supported their 
decision to leave Didsbury," he said. 

He said the Town of Didsbury wits 
informed before tire DMC received their 
letter of resignation. 

Despite multiple phone calls to the 
Calgary Health Region (CHR) and direct 
questioning at a medical staff meeting, he 
has yet to receive an explanation from the 
CHR as to why they supported the doctors’ 
decision to leave. 

But he doesn’t wish to get into any “mud- 
slinging”.

Since their resignation, Dr. Jaffer said the 
doctors have expressed uncertainty about 
their decision.

There are endless 
statistics available 
that support the 
correlation of ani¬ 
mal abuse to violent 
crimes against 
human beings. 

A big red flag 
should go up when 
an animal, like Didsbury s Daisy Duke, 
is tortured. 

In the 1970s an FBI analysis of serial 
killers showed that nearly every one of 
those offenders had a history of animal 
cruelty. 

And a study conducted by 
Northeastern University and the 
Massachusetts SPCA found that people 
who abuse animals are five times more 
likely to commit violent crimes against 
humans. 

They practice on helpless animals 
and hone their confidence and skills to 
use later on human beings. 

Yet, despite this evidence, laws 
regarding the punishment of individu¬ 
als who inflict harm on animals are still 
far too lenient. 

The reason for that seems to be that 
dogs like Daisy Duke are simply con¬ 
sidered someone’s property. The law 
doesn’t recognize them as living 
beings. 

We’re talking about a family pet that 
Mr. Haskett was supposed to love and 
care for. 

If he were to show his “love” to a girl¬ 
friend by beating her, binding her legs 
together with duct tape, tying her to 
the back of his truck and dragging her 
down the road, he’d be locked up for 25 
years. 

The government needs to consider 
that scenario as a probabilty and do 
something about it. 

They need harsher penalties and per¬ 
haps some better programs for kids 
who display violent tendencies to help 
prevent this kind of thing from happen¬ 
ing in the first place. 

By the numbers of letters and calls 
received by the Review, it’s clear that 
many people agree. 

Some letters could not be run 
because they weren’t signed, but one 
woman who wished not to be named 
called for people to show up to the 
Didsbury Provincial Court building 
Nov. 6 with their pets for the hearing, 
to allow their living animals to be 
heard on behalf of Daisy Duke. 

It could be a peaceful, yet powerful 
message. 

It’s unfortunate that Didsbury has 
gained such far-reaching negative 
attention, but the silver lining may be 
that the widespread outrage will spur a 
change. 

Short-term, we can only hope that an 
example will be made of these two men 
in court and they will get the maximum 
penalty allowed under the law, lax as it 
may be. 


As we gathered around with friends 
and family at the time of Thanksgiving in 
our community, we learned of the unbe¬ 
lievable horror of animal cruelty, abuse 
and ultimate death of a dog that took 
place in Didsbury allegedly by two men 

These two alleged perpetrators found 
it amusing to flaunt their insane cruelty 
on the streets of Didsbury. 

Their alleged manly act: To tie up an 
innocent family pet with duct tape on its 
face so that it could not scream out in 
anguish and pain and bind its paws so 
that it had no chance to run and escape 
from the torture that was to happen. 

This being, was then dragged through 
the streets of Didsbury until its broken, 
bruised and bleeding body had to be put 
down to end its suffering. 

What a lovely Thanksgiving story to try 
to explain to our children and grandchil¬ 
dren, and even for us hardened adults to 
even try to comprehend in this 21st cen¬ 
tury. 

I know many wonderful and caring cit¬ 
izens in Didsbury and community, and 
am greatly saddened by the shame and 
anger that they must feel, that some 
among them should perpetrate such a 
vicious act. 

Already one person has been charged 
for lashing out in anger at the alleged 
perpetrators, understandably, but illegal¬ 
ly. For this reason I am writing this diffi¬ 
cult letter. 

Most of us with human feelings can 
understand the anger and frustration 
when we have laws (or lack thereof) that 
do not enable the alleged perpetrators to 
be at least held behind bars pending a 
court appearance. 

Animals, as we have learned, do not 
really have rights as they are judged by 


our current law as property. 

They serve, protect, assist the handi¬ 
capped and offer undying loyalty and 
companionship, but the most punish¬ 
ment for such a horrendous crime is six 
months in jail and $2,000 in fines to our 
knowledge. 

It is now proven though often known 
for a very long time that those who 
abuse and kill children and commit hor¬ 
rific crimes almost always have a history 
of animal abuse. 

In recent years we have seen more and 
more shootings and deaths in schools. 
Could it happen here? 

Who commits such crimes? Here we 
have a real example and an opportunity 
to ensure that doesn’t happen in our 
towns and communities. 

I suggest we look very closely at this 
case, don't brush it aside, and don’t for¬ 
get it as much as most of us would truly 
wish we could. 

Where do we start? We have started by 
talking to our friends and family and ask¬ 
ing our children how they see this situa¬ 
tion. 

Unfortunately, the children of Didsbury 
can see the blood on the street and must 
go to school and live in the community, 
we hope without fear for their safety. 

The R.C.M.P. have a job to do and I 
know it is never an easy one, to keep the 
law and protect every person. 

As a community Didsbury has an 
opportunity to lead by example in how 
they deal with this situation. 

Remember, taking the law into your 
hands is illegal, but mostly it brings peo¬ 
ple down to the base level of these 
alleged perpetrators and does nothing to 
prevent further acts of cruelty. 

We have some recommendations that 


we will offer and I’m sure concerned citi¬ 
zens will have others and hopefully by 
talking with your children and grandchil¬ 
dren we can find legal means to ensure 
that the punishment is fitting of this 
crime and by example prevents further 
vile acts from occurring. 

• Write and talk to your MIA, and the 
S.P.C.A. and find out what you can do to 
change the Animal Cruelty Act, and 
make the fines and punishment appropri¬ 
ate. 

• Talk to school officials and find out 
what safety measures are in place to pre¬ 
vent acts of violence in the school. Most 
importantly push the court system for 
mandatory counselling of perpetrators of 
animal abuse. 

• Insist that every possible legal charge 
is laid. For example, what about traffic 
violations that surely must have 
occurred when this dog was being 
dragged through the streets? What about 
reckless and dangerous driving? Causing 
a public disturbance? Are their licences 
and insurance up-to-date? Will an insur¬ 
ance company continue to insure them? 

• Do they have illegal weapons? 

• Who cleans up the blood? Talk to 
Town Council. Is there a bylaw that 
would make the alleged perpetrators 
responsible to do so, and further com¬ 
munity work, or cleaning up at the 
S.P.C.A.? 

I know these possible violations are 
not the real issue but if there are no 
other means available legally, then let’s 
ensure every legal charge is laid and that 
no other animals or children are placed 
in a dangerous situation.

Preschool teeter totter stolen 


I ain writing this letter as a concerned 
member of and on behalf of, the families 
of the Didsbury Preschool Society. 

The Didsbury Preschool has been in 
operation in the Didsbury community 
since 1978. For several years we strug¬ 
gled just to pay our bills and to keep 
operational for the children and families 
in the community. 

In recent years we have grown from 
eight children attending 10 years ago, to 
the now registered 45 children and sever¬ 
al on a waiting list. 

Being a non-profit organization means 
we have to fundraise an enormous 
amount of dollars just to keep our school 
operational and our fees down, so we 
may be accessible to all members of our 
community-no matter their social or eco¬ 
nomic background. 

Unfortunately, new learning materials 
and toys are hard things for us to acquire 
because of the amount of fundraising we 
have to do. 

Usually, once our bills are paid, there is 
not much left over for special things and 
extras. 

In recent years, thanks to the Didsbury 
Elks and Royal Purple and lottery 
Funding, we were able to install a six- 
foot fence, and unfortunately it was nec¬ 
essary, not so much to keep the children 
attending our school safe, but to prevent 
our property from being destroyed and 
stolen. 

Since installing the fence three years 
ago, we have had our property spray 
painted, written on with permanent 
marker, cans of paint thrown on our out¬ 
door toys, windows and toys broken and 


property stolen. 

Unfortunately, this is why I am writing 
this letter. 

In the past week or so, the Didsbury 
Preschool has had one of the children’s 
favourite outdoor play toys “borrowed”. 

This Little Tikes Airplane Teeter Totter 
is rare. It was actually bought for my 17- 
year-old daughter Courtney when she 
was two years old. She decided that 
instead of it sitting in our shed, she 
would let the children attending the 
Didsbury Preschool ei\joy it as she did 
when she was little. 

Well, unfortunately someone “bor¬ 
rowed” it from our yard - taken it from 
the locked, gated, six-foot fence enclo¬ 
sure. 

I know that whoever “borrowed” it is 
probably enjoyinig it as well. However, I 
have a lot of sad children attending our 
school and would like to ask the person 
who “borrowed” it to please return it.

Recent rumours of a Wal-Mart possibly opening up in 
Olds drew response from local Chamber of Commerce 
members who would like to see consumer dollars stay in 
the community. 

But even l>efore the rumours started to fly, the Chamber 
supported a “Ixx-al First” approach and it is now cam¬ 
paigning town residents to jump on board in an effort to 
boost local small business. 

“It is important for the vitality of the community to keep 
business here in town,” said Chamber president Scott 
Puttick. 

Kathleen Windsor, who also serves on the 
Chamber executive, said the premise behind Didsbury s 
“Local First” campaign is that if everyone shops locally 
first, the spiral will be upward, not downward, and every¬ 
one will benefit. 


“Every dollar spent in town will be re-spent seven times 
before it leaves our community,” she said. 

Windsor said it’s all about being a citizen of the commu¬ 
nity. 

“Local business owners keep the local economy thriv¬ 
ing, they make our towns interesting, they teach us how to 
Ix'have more like citizens and less like consumers,” she 
said. 

“They provide hometown security, friends who can pro¬ 
vide what we need in our time of need. They give us alter¬ 
natives. They give us our town.” 

Thai personal relationship between consumer and busi¬ 
ness owner should be another draw said Windsor. 

“You can talk to the owner. You can learn more about 
what you're bringing into your home,” she said. 

“It's become very important to folks nowadays to feel 
some sort of authenticity to life, something real. You get 
that by shopping, and visiting, with your local business 
owner.” 


Residents also benefit through tax breaks. 

“If we don’t have a proper mix of commercial, indust rial 
and residential then residential taxes would skyrocket,” 
said Puttick. 

“The commercial and the industrial help offset the taxes 
for the residential, so it’s an important part to keep your 
community vibrant and growing so that it doesn’t become 
basically a bedroom community.” 

With as many as 40 per cent of Didsbury residents now 
commuting to Calgary, keeping business in town becomes 
increasingly challenging. 

To make shopping more convenient for commuters, the 
Chamber would like to see businesses expand their hours 
of operation and stay open late at least one night a week. 

“I have, in my case, so many customers come in and say, 
‘you know, I would shop more in town, but they're closed 
when 1 go to work and closed when 1 come home from 
work’, so they have no choice,” said Puttick. 

“So at least one night late a week would definitely bene¬ 
fit the businesses.” 

Windsor agrees.

“We hear all the time how people wish they could shop 
here, but their work hours just don't allow it,” she said. 

“One evening a week will give those people a chance to 
spend their money here in Didsbury.” 

Puttick said he thinks it would take about six months for 
the initiative to take off, but eventually shopping habits 
would change. 

The biggest thing standing in the way for some business 
owners is a staffing shortage. 

“People can’t find staff to do it or they think it’s too 
expensive,” said Puttick. 

“I mean it would be expensive up front, there’s no doubt, 
but I think in the long run it would benefit people.” 

Puttick said that while Wal-Mart may not be here yet, the 
small business community needs to be ready just in case. 

“I think if there’s a possibility of it, then gear up now and 
start promoting and making it easy for people to stay in 
town.”

Details have emerged indicating Olds 
may be one step closer to welcoming 
Wal - Mart and Canadian Tire franchises 
to the local business community. 

Documents obtained by the Olds 
Albertan name these stores as anchor 
tenants in a 28-acre development enti¬ 
tled “Cornerstone Olds”, located along 
the north side of Hwy 27, west of 65 Ave.

“Cornerstone Olds will be anchored 
by a 122,000 square foot Wal- Mart and a 
50,000 square foot Canadian Tire,” 
states an excerpt from the five-page 
package. 

A concept site plan accompanying the 
documents indicates that at least 10 
“AAA retail” sites will make up the 
development, with 1,561 stalls incorpo¬ 
rated into the design. 

The documents, which include logos 
and contact information for Springwood 
Land Corporation - the developers of 
the Dodd quarter - indicate that con¬ 
struction on the project will begin in 
Spring, 2007, with leasing opportunities 
for possession available later that Fall. 


Andrew Megson of Springwood Land 
Corporation, the developer of the prop¬ 
erty, stated Cornerstone Olds was still a 
“proposed development" for his corpo¬ 
ration, and that the documents in ques¬ 
tion were “conceptual marketing infor¬ 
mation." 

“This is very standard in the develop¬ 
ment industry, we say ‘look, this is who 
we’re looking to deal with, this is who 
we’re looking to anchor the site with, 
and it's no secret that that’s who we’re 
working with,” said Megson. 

“I think that secret got out long ago.” 

Megson was unable to confirm 
whether Springwood owned the land in 
question, or whether the development 
was a 100 per cent certainty. 

He also would not confirm whether 
these documents had come from 
Springwood, nor would he confirm that 
the negotiations were ongoing with 
either tenant. 

“I can tell you we are dealing with all 
the major national anchor tenants, that 
is not a lie,” said Megson. 

He did acknowledge that other 
Cornerstone developments across 
Alberta include Wal - Mart and 
Canadian Tire franchises as major ten¬ 
ants. 

Megson also confirmed that 
Springwood was in final negotiations to 
secure a grocery store for the develop¬ 
ment.

food stores because I think there art* a 
lot of tenants in the Canadian retail 
market that see Olds as a strong growth 
market,” said Megson. 

While the documents also state the 
site would be surrounded by “a hotel 
site and multi-family lands", Megson 
added he was not undertaking any deal¬ 
ings with hotels at this time. 


With excavation ongoing at the pro¬ 
posed site, the Town of Olds could con¬ 
firm that permits had been issued to 
Springwood Land Corporation to 
accommodate ongoing grading and dirt 
work on the property. 

No development permits for individ¬ 
ual tenants have been issued at this 
time.

It was a rewarding vic¬ 
tory for Carder, 17, as he 
played his minor hockey 
in Calgary. He came to the 
Grizzlys from the ('algary 
Midget AA Bruins where 
he was a standout player. 

Against the Royals, 
Carder was virtually flaw¬ 
less as he held them off 
the scoreboard for over 
fifty-nine minutes. With 
just thirteen seconds left 
in the game, Carder lost 
his bid for the shutout as 
Sean Goodwin dented the 
twine on a penalty shot. 

In the first period, 
Carder blocked 17 shots 
as the Grizzlys were the 
victims of several minor 
penalties. In most cases, a 
goaltender is the best 
penalty killer and Carder 
rose to the challenge 
making several miracu¬ 
lous saves while the 
Royals enjoyed the man 
advantage. 

All three of the Grizzlys’ 
goals came in the second 
period as Kyle Dorowicz, 
Curtis deBruyn, and 
Shadoe Stoodley dented 
the twine behind Royals’ 
netminder Dan BaKalla, 
who finished the game 
with 22 saves. 

On Sat. Oct. 14 the 
Grizzlys journeyed to 
Drumheller and skated 
away with a commanding 
5-1 victory over the 
Dragons. 

Once again, Carder 
turned in a brilliant per¬ 
formance between the 
pipes, blocking 28 shots 
in recording his third 


AJHL victory. 

For the Grizzlys, Jordan 
Baker dented the twine 
twice and added a pair of 
assists to pace the 
Grizzlys offensively. 

Other marksmen for the 
Grizzlys were Kurtis Ross, 
Trent Scott, and Emery 
White. Foiling Carder’s 
bid for the shutout was 
Ryley Hughes who netted 
a shorthand goal for the 
Dragons midway through 
the first period. 

In four games during 
the current 2006/2007 
AJHL schedule, Carder 
has recorded three wins 
and an overtime loss. He 
has been stingy towards 
opposition shooters as he 
has posted 1.78 goals 
against average and 
recorded a .942 save per¬ 
centage. 

Meanwhile veteran 
Matthew Wong has strug¬ 
gled between the pipes 
posting a whopping 4.25 
goals against average and 
a .846 save percentage. 

Baker continues to lead 
the Grizzlys in scoring 
with 19 points on 5 goals 
and 14 assists. Dorowicz 
has recorded five goals 
and 13 assists for 18 
points. 

Both Baker and 
Dorowicz are ranked 
within the top ten in AJHL 
scoring. Leading the pack 
in scoring is Grande 
Prairie Storm forward 
Curtis Sather with 34 
points. 

In fact, the Storm have 
the top three scorers with 
Andre Blais, 28 points, 
and Donny Boyd, 24 
points, rounding out the 
top three AJHL scorers. 

This week, the Grizzlys 
journey to Fort McMurray 
on Friday, Oct. 20 to tan¬ 
gle with the Oil Barons. 
They finish off a brief 
northern jaunt with a 
game in Bonnyville 
against the Pontiacs on 
Saturday, Oct. 21.

recognizing my (obstinate) determi¬ 
nation to keep managing the office 
through treatment, which was an 
important part of my healing 
process. And to the many others 
who positively touched both my and 
my daughter’s lives in those times: 
thank you for being such an impor¬ 
tant part of my journey. 

I write this letter in memory of my 
good friend Marilyn. In her absence 
I am only able to quietly reflect 
upon, not celebrate this point in 
time.
